Plum Creek Camp To Become Ecology Corps

The first ecology center to be 
established by a state-operated 
Ecology Corps created Tuesday 
by Governor Reagan will be at 
Plum Creek, in the Paynes 
Creek area 25 miles east of Red 
Bluff. 
That 
was 
announced 
in 
Sacram ento 
yesterday 
by 
Jam es Steam, director of the 
State D epartm ent of Con­ 
servation, and Ray Arnett, 


director of the Department of 
Fish and Game. 
The new center, at the site of 
the present Plum Creek Con­ 
servation Camp, will be ac­ 
tivated July 1. It will be called 
Tehama Ecology Center. About 
50 men will be assigned to it, 
initially conscientious objectors 
to military service. The number 
is expected to be increased 
within a few weeks to 80. 
Prim ary role of the Tehama 


Red Bluff 


Ecology Center is to improve 
46,000 acres in Tehama County 
winter deer range. In addition, 
according to the announcement, 
members of the corps will be 
available for forest fire duty in 
summer, and other manpower 
needs, including em ergency 
service such as search and 
rescue any place in northern 
California. 
The prisoners now working at 
the Plum Creek Camp are to be 


transferred 
to 
other 
con­ 
servation camps, probably by 
June 15. 
As announced by Governor 
Reagan Tuesday, the Ecology 
Corps will be composed, at first 
at least, of conscientious ob­ 
jectors to military service aged 
18 to 26. They will be permitted 
to work in the corps 24 months as 
an alternative to the military 
service. It is contemplated that 
other physically able young men 


may be taken into the corps 
later. 
The men will work 40-hour 
weeks of five continous days. In 
summer, particularly, days off 
will be staggered in okder to 
keep full fire crews on duty at all 
times. When the members of the 
corps are not working they will 
be free to come and go as they 
wish. They will get free meals, 
dorm itory 
housing, 
forest 
ranger type uniforms, and $15 a 


month pay. 
It is estim ated that the 
Tehama Ecology Center will 
cost about $100,000 a year to 
operate. The greater part of the 
money is to come from the 
federal government’s Pitman- 
Robertson Act fund, provided 
for the purpose of improving 
wildlife habitat. 
According 
to 
word 
this 
morning from Sacramento, at 
least two more ecology camps 
Dr il y N e w s 


will probably be set up, though 
the sites have not yet been 
chosen. N orthern California 
sites seem most likely, and it is 
thought one may be in the 
redwood country. 
Joe E. Griggs, the leathery­ 
faced forest ranger in command 
of the Ecology Corps, said in 
Sacramento yesterday that he is 
sure it will succeed. 
“I don’t think there will be any 
real problems with motivating 


them. This group of people is 
intensely interested in ecology,” 
Griggs said of the CO pool of 
4,000 chiefly college-educated, 
middle-class young men who 
will be eligible to volunteer for 
24 months in the corps as a legal 
alternative to military service.

in 
California’s forests, job corp 
plants and conservation camps 
since 1941. He now

CORNING — Landmark or 
eye-sore, the Corning Southern 
Pacific station is coming down 
in May. 
The 
turn-of-the 
century 
building is scheduled to be razed 
sometime next month in a 
modernization program by the 
railroad. 
The high ceilinged building, 
built sometime during the early 
1900s, won’t be spared 
the 
crowbar because of historical 
value. The multi-story wooden 
structure on the corner of Solano 
and Hwy. 99W would cost too 
much to restore and maintain, 
according to Morey Emery, city 
councilman and chamber at 
commerce executive. 
Emery noted that at least one 
historical group has indicated 
interest in preserving 
the 
quarter-block 
long structure. 
According to railroad of­ 
ficials, the freight agent will 
remain to serve the city, but for 
almost the first time since the 
Southern Pacific pulled into the 
Riceville stop in 1882, the agent

will work from rented quarters. 
The agent’s office will be 
moved ‘‘within a block of the 
present depot” the SP promises. 
The station once rang with the 
noise of people traveling the 
rails or waiting for a friend and 
kin. At one time, it was the main 
source of transportation from 
Corning to the outside world. 
Now, only echos fill the 
wiating room. 
An antique wall 
safe, 
as 
sturdy as the day it was in­ 
stalled; a telephone nearly as 
old converted to modern radio­ 
telephone use and hand switches 
to shuttle local freight off while 
mainline locomotives highball 
through gather no dust in the 
freight-only operation, 
But like the smoke of the iron 
horse, the hoop skirt and hor­ 
sem an, C om ing’s landm ark 
depot is about to become a thing 
of the past, relegated to the 
cobwebs of memory. The station 
is doomed to take its place along 
with John Corning, the SP civil 
engineer who gave his name to 
Corning — Riceville moved east.

LOS MOLINOS — About 35 
mothers crowded into cramped 
quarters to refute charges of 
teacher shoddiness at Los 
Molinos E lem entary School 
yesterday. 
Mrs. Carolyn Cropp, a first 
grade teacher at the school, was 
the object of the m others’ 
concern after John Ray, school 
principal and assistant district 
superintendent, 
accussed the 
teacher of being deficient in 
teaching, 
dressing 
inap­ 
propriately and keeping a dirty 
classroom. Ray wants Mrs. 
Cropp replaced next year. 
Ray had the support of Don 


Carothers, district superin­ 
tendent and high school prin­ 
cipal. There were no school 
board members present at the 
hearing held throughout the 
afternoon in Carother’s office at 
the high school. 
Terming the mothers’ sworn 
testimony m ere “ emotion” , 
Carothers said during a hearing 
recess that the school board, 
which has final say on Mrs. 
Cropp’s retention, must decide 
b e tw e e n 
“ p ro fe s s io n a l 
evaluation against emotions.” 
However, speaking on behalf 
of Mrs. Cropp were several 
teachers at the Los Molinos 
school. 


According to Ray, the ‘‘same 
people (present at yesterday’s 
hearing) objected when we tried 
to move her from first to middle 
grades.” Mrs. Cropp’s sup­ 
porters objected to her move to 
sixth grade class instruction and 
forced the administration to 
drop the matter after a meeting 
with Carothers. 
Aside 
from 
Ray 
and 
Carothers, no one spoke against 
Mrs. Cropp. District attorney 
Henry Goff Jr. rarely cross- 
examined 
w itnesses 
after 
hearing 
basicly 
the 
same 
testimony from mother after 
mother. 
Mrs. 
Helen 
Lisowski, 
a 


district counselor, testified that 
Mrs. Cropp’s first graders were 
better readers than the previous 
year’s students under another 
teacher. The nine-year teaching 
veteran took over the first grade 
post in mid-term of 1969-70. 
Carothers commented after 
the hearing that district first 
graders were 
deficient in 
reading. Although improved 
over the previous year, state 
tests did show the “ typical” Los 
Molinos first year student is 
average for the state but below 
national 
norms. 
D istrict 
students tested were shown to be 
below the national median in

But he did not dismiss the 
multiple antiwar protests that 
have become a daily fact of life 
here. He said: 
“It doesn’t mean that we are 
not going to listen to those who 
come peacefully, but those who 
come and break the law will be 
prosecuted to the full extent of 
the law.”

A levee failure resulted in a 
$600,000 damage suit being filed 
yesterday in Tehama County 
Superior Court. 
The complaint, brought by 
Edith Goodwin, executrix and 
now owner of the estate of the 
late J.L. Price, claims Walter B. 
Grimes and Associates, a Chico 
civil engineering firm, failed to 
construct a permanent levee on 
the Price Ranch contract. The 
ranch is along Cottonwood 
Creek 
im m ediately 
inside 
Tehama County. 
Mrs. Goodwin asks the court 
for $100,000 to replace her ex­ 
penditure to have the levee 
repaired after it allegedly failed 
December 1970, less than 30 
days after it was completed, the 
suit claims. 
She also seeks $500,000 for loss 
of soil in the Price Ranch 
almond orchards which extend 
more than a mile along the 
creek between Interstate 5 and 
Lake California.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
associate of consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader says doctors are 
receiving inadequate warnings 
of the danger that a potent 
“chemical strait jacket” for 
m ental patients can cause 
sym ptom s 
of 
Parkinson’s 
disease. 
As a result, said Jam es 
Turner, half the persons 
receiving the drug Stelazine are 
being exposed unnecessarily. 
The m anufacturer, Smith, 
Kline & French, denied Turner’s 
charge that the drug, which has 


been taken by 10 million people 
in its 15 years on the market, is 
overused or that serious reac­ 
tions are common. 
In heavy doses the drug can 
cause what some scientists say 
is possibly irreversible drooling, 
tremors and a shuffling gait. 
The drug’s manufacturer said it 
is most often prescribed in much 
smaller doses for mild neuroses. 
A Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration official agreed the 
drug is overused, particularly 
for the treatm ent of m ild 
anxiety and “primarily trivial 


complaints.” 
The 
FDA official, who 
declined to be identified, noted 
the agency is requiring revised 
labeling for the Stelazine family 
of drugs. But he added the 
agency considers the drug’s 
Parkinsonian warnings to be 
fair.

A Thorny Path To The Truth 


The Daily News on Wednesday received a telephone call from 
Dr. Hugh Garland, medical director at Tehama General Hospital, 
and yesterday a letter from Lorin W. Boots, a m em ber of the 
Hospital and Safety Commission. Both objected strenuously to 
references to Doctor Garland’s salary as $36,000 a year for 9-5 five 
day weeks, references made in reporting county board of super­ 
visors activities. 


Doctor Garland labeled such references as “ repeated lies.” 


What Mr. Boots had to say about them is set forth in his letter, 
reproduced below. 


It is often a thorny path to the truth regarding situations at 
Tehama General Hospital, and there still may be angles which 
have not come to light.This.we take for grantecf, is not an attem pt 
on the part of anyone to conceal facts or becloud the issues, but is 
partially at least a result of different convictions on what should be 
done. Mostly, however, it may be lack of full information, and 
varying interpretations of what is said. 


There appears to have grown up the erroneous assumption that 
Tehama General Hospital operates emergency service eight hours 
a day five days a week, then closes down the rest of the time. The 
actual case, however, based on a conversation with Mr. Jam es 
Ryan, chairm an of the Hospital and Safety Commission, and on a 
report to the supervisors by the district attorney, is that the 
hospital does not maintain an em ergency care service at any time. 


On the other hand, according to Mr. Ryan, Doctor Garland or 
another m em ber of the staff are on call 24 hours a day every day of 
the week to care for patients who are in the hospital. This is what 
Mr. Boots has to say: 


To The Editor: 
There have been in the past month or so several newspaper 
articles concerning Tehama General and Dr. Garland, and to be 
very forthright about it, the truth has not been told, so I would like 
to take this opportunity to set the record straight. 
Dr. Garland is not on just 9 to 5 each day, five days a week as 
these articles have stated. Dr. Garland is on five days a week, yes, 
but he is also on the average of every other night and every other 
week-end for on-call-duty, plus he is at the hospital to make the 
patient calls on Saturday and Sunday on duty time, also as late as 9 
p.m. some week nights. This doctor is doing a wonderful job and 
puts in many m ore hours than the Red Bluff Daily News would have 
people believe. 
If the carping, critical sourfaces that are opposed to Tehama 
General would tend to their own knitting for a spell and give us a 
little peace it would be deeply appreciated. 
The month of March, 1971 was the best month the Tehama 
General Hospital has had for a long time and we look forward for 
more of the sam e. 
If I’ve trod on some toes, I’ll tell them what Senator Collier told 
us once in the Senate Transportation Hearing, quote, “T hat’s 
tough,” unquote. He meant it just like he said it and so do I.

WASHINGTON — As new 
evidence of the perplexity of the 
Vietnam War, it has now leaked 
out that the U. S. has devoted 
almost as much effort spying on 
Saigon as on Hanoi. 
The 
p olicym akers 
in 
Washington, ever uneasy about 
th eir allies in Saigon, a re 
anxious to know what they’re up 
to. To find out, Am erica’s an­ 
tennas have been picking up 
P resid en t 
T hieu’s 
p riv ate 
messages. 
These intercepted messages, 
known in the intelligence trade 
as “ gam ma controlled item s,” 
are decoded by the National 
Security Agency and distributed 
to the W hite House, S tate 
D e p a r tm e n t, 
D e fe n s e 
Department, and Central In­ 
telligence Agency. 
A competent source explained 
to us that the U. S. had provided 
code machines to South Viet­ 
nam. Our knowledge of the 
construction and wiring of the 
machines, he said, enables us to 
intercept their messages. 
The 
South 
V ietnam ese 
messages that fall into our 
hands are identified by the code 
nam e “ G out.” NSA stam ps 
them “ im m ediate precedence” 
and sends them by teletype to 
the 
W hite 
House 
m arked 
“ Exclusive for Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger - White House.” At 
the bottom of each message, the 
date and time of the interception 
is given. 
Long forgotten, apparently, is 
the day in 1929 when State 
Secretary Henry Stinson shut 
down the State Departm ent’s 
code-breaking 
section, 
ex­ 
plaining: “ Gentlemen do not 
read each other’s m ail.” 


STOCK EXCHANGE SCANDAL 
Several 
W all 
S treet 
luminaries, unaware that their 
rem arks were being recorded, 
have made damning statem ents 
about the operations of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
They have accused the ex­ 
change, which is supposed to 
police Wall Street, of favoring 
the big brokerage houses over 
the small investors. 
In an earlier column, we

published excerpts from 20 
hours of taped telephone con­ 
versations made by Cy Baker, a 
form er broker now driving a 
tax icab , 
who 
is 
collecting 
evidence for an $8 m illion 
lawsuit against the exchange. 
He charges the stock 
ex­ 
change blacklisted him without 
a hearing and thereby prevented 
him from getting work in Wall 
Street. Thirty firms were ready 
to hire him, he says, until the 
exchange put the hex on him. 
Here are additional excerpts 
from the surreptitious tapes: 
On one tape, Baker pressed 
Irving Rothbard, a partnei at 
Leynor Dreskin, for a job. 
“The exchange said to lay off 
me awhile?” demanded Baker. 
“ Cy, you’re putting me on the 
spot,” said Rothbard. 
“ Well,” said Baker, “ I’m just 
trying to understand so I can try 
to put pieces together.” 
R eplied R othbard: 
“ Y es, 
that’s what they said. . . They 
didn’t say yes; they didn’t say 
no; they didn’t say good; they 
didn’t say b a d .. . They just said 
please hold off for a little w hile.. 
. Now that’s my regulatory 
body. That’s my God. . . If they 
say sh—, I have to ask them 
what color.” 


WALL STREET POLITICS 
Sid Cohn, managing partner of 
S. D. Cohn and Co., told Baker 
on the telephone that the Stock 
Exchange operates “like the 
17th century. . . like the star 
chamber. 
“We’ve all done something we 
wouldn’t like to see revealed,” 
he added. 
B aker 
asked 
C harles 
McGuire, 
a 
form er 
top 
in­ 
vestigator for the Stock Ex­ 
change, about unequal treat­ 
ment by exchange officials. 
“Politics,” said McGuire. 
“ At 
the 
exchange, 
you 
m ean?” asked Baker. 
“ W ell, c e rta in ly !” snorted 
McGuire. “Certain f’rm s don’t 
get brought up on charges when 
certain things occur.” 
Baker taped a sim ilar view 
from M alcolm B abbin, the 
distinguished sales m anager at 
.Coggeshall and Hicks. 


“Have you ever known a 
bigger political organization 
than the New York Stock Ex­ 
change?” asked Baker. 
“Absolutely not!” 
Baker hopes to show that the 
stock exchange is a regulatory 
body like federal agencies but 
without the safeguards built into 
federal agencies. 
Footnote: 
The 
fin anciers 
whose 
conversations 
w ere 
secretly taped by Baker were 
generally outraged when we told 
them about it. Rothbard said: “ I 
am shocked to say the least that 
(Baker) could stoop to that level 
when I was trying to help him .” 
Cohn said his rem arks were 
intended to let Baker down easy. 
Babbin at first threatened to 
deny the quotes if we printed 
them. Then he said pleadingly: 
“Look, I’ve got to live here.” 
Only McGuire, though initially 


shocked to learn his words has 
been 
recorded, 
didn’t 
equivocate. He said even more 
straight talk was needed. 


GI PARCELS 
Several GIs have complained 
to us about the loss of packages 
in the overseas mail. The at­ 
titude of the m ilitary brass, they 
say, usually has been “ tough 
luck.”

APO 
parcel losses becam e so ex­ 
cessive th at the postal in­ 
spection service ordered two 
agents to the Pacific to make an 
investigation.

Gardening Is In On Campus 
mm

It’s spring, and there’s a rash 
of uprisings on University of 
California campuses. 
Rising up through the sun- 
warmed soil are flowers and 
vegetables 
galore. 
Student 
gardens are the “ in” thing these 
days and from Berkeley on the 
north to San Diego in the south 
young people are out with hoses 
and hoes, working the soil. 
“ E verybody is turning to 
g ard en in g ,” 
observes 
one 
professor, 
“ John 
B irchers, 
Jesus freaks, radicals, organic 
freaks, normal freaks — all 
working their garden plots.” 
Some student groups favor 
“organic vegetables — grown 
without chemical fertilizers or 
pesticides. 
Others just grow 
posies for their beauty. 
At Santa Cruz, where the most 
scenic and rural of UC cam ­ 
puses nestles among redwoods 
and meadows overlooking the 
sea, students have had a large 
gardening project since 1967. On 
a gentle slope they grow flowers 
and veg etab les year-aro und 
under the direction of an English 
gardening expert, Alan Chad­ 
wick. When the hillside is a m ass 
of vibrant blooms, secretaries 
and teachers pluck them for 
classrooms and offices. 
Says one campus official: 
“The serene, beautiful aspect of 
the garden attracts students 
who just like to wander through. 
The garden gives a feeling that 
here is an environment that can 
be preserved and enhanced.” 
At the Berkeley and Davis 
cam puses, m arried stu d en ts 
have persuaded the schools to 
let them 
plant flowers and 
vegetables in plots near their 
campus apartm ents. They have 
carrots, lettuce, beets, peas, 
beans, 
potatoes, 
ch ard . 


radishes, 
m elons, 
squash, 
zucchini, corn, tomatoes, egg 
plant, cabbage and cauliflower 
for the tables. And the tables 
may be decorated with sweet 
peas, tulips, hyacinth, daisies, 
tiger lilies, snapdragons and the 
like. 
Some 60 couples help tend the 
garden at Davis, tilling 65 rows 
in a 200 by 400 foot plot. The 
university rents the land at $5 
per row. Graduate student 
W arren Hunt, who with his wife 
Shirley 
com es 
from 
New 
Zealand, says the vegetables 
help stretch their food budget 
and working on the rows is a 
welcome opportunity for out­ 
door exercise. 
At Irvine, botany students 
tend vegetables for credit, 
Campuses at Riverside, San 
Diego and Santa B arbara have 
unofficial garden projects going. 
Only UCLA is lacking. Officials 
there say they lack the space. 
W hat’s the lure? Irvine’s Dr. 
Joseph Arditti, a botany lec­ 
turer, says: “ Most of these kids 
have been raised in the cities, on 
cement. Man has a primeval 
attachm ent to the soil, and so 
students want to return to it.” 
Arditti calls their enthusiasm 
“ unbelievable, they 
cuddle 
those plants like long lost 
brothers and sisters.”

Sometimes, the callers are 
simply 
lonely. 
Sometimes 
they’re worried, afraid, angry 
or desperate and on the verge of 
suicide. Whatever the difficulty, 
trained counselors seek to give 
immediate, initial help— by 
telephone. 
It’s a “vital ministry to human 
need,” says the Rev. Ross W. 
Whetstone, executive director of 
CONTACT Teleministry Inc., of 
Nashville, Tenn., a national 
accrediting agency for the work. 
Across the country, hundreds 
of such operations have begun in 
recent 
years, 
making 
emergency 
guidance 
and 
sympathy available to troubled 
people — on an individual basis 
— merely by dialing a telephone 
number. 
“We have been given a great 
instrument for use in Christian 
service and we must use it with 
understanding and sensitivity,” 
says the Rev. Mr. Whetstone, of 
the 
Methodist 
Board 
of 
Evangelism. 
That board set up the new 
national coordinating council for 
telephone ministries, which the 
Rev. Mr. Whetstone now heads, 
and which this spring was in­ 
corporated as a separate, in­ 
terdenomination agency. 
So far, it has accredited 
telephone-counseling centers in 
16 U. S. communities, and 
centers in at least 17 other 
communities are in various 
stages of qualifying. 
To do so, they must meet 
certain standards, such as 
operating on a 24-hour basis, and 
volunteer counselors must have 
undergone at least 50 hours of 
training. Scores of other centers 
operate on a part-time or 
specialized basis. 
The movement is “one of the 
greatest ideas embraced by the 
Christian church in decades,” 
the Rev. Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale, of New York City’s 
Marble College Church, told 
1,000 delegates to the first 
national teleministries con­ 
ference this month in Newport 
News, Va. 
His church operates one of the 
newest, 
busiest accredited 
centers, where about 70,000 
callers have received guidance 
over “Help Line” since it was 
started a year ago. Sum­ 
marizing the first year’s results, 
a report says: 
“ Lives have been saved. 
Lonely people have found 
friends. Narcotics addicts have 
been helped back to normal 
lives. Haven has been found for 
unwed mothers. Prostitutes 
have been started on the road to 
reform. Marriages have been 
mended. 
Runaways 
have 
decided to return home.”

Gerber Riding Club Makes 30th 
Annual Trip To Horse Show

The Gerber Riding Club and 
guests traveled to this year’s 
Paskenta Pioneer Day Horse 
Show on horseback as they have 
done for the past 30 years. 
The riders spent Saturday 
night at the Hugh Luce Ranch at 
Flournoy where they bedded 
down for the night to get an 
early start Sunday morning for 
the Paskenta Pioneer Day Horse 
Show. 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Mullins 
have made every one of the 30 
rides, the first ride to Paskenta 
taking place in 1942. In that 
year, the destination for the first 
night was the Black Ranch, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Black were 
hosts. On Saturday night the 
riders and their families at­ 
tended the dance at the old 
Lodge Hall at Paskenta. This 
building is now the Paskenta 
Church. 
The horse show was held at 
the Tate Ranch above Paskenta. 
On Sunday, the riders rode to 
Paskenta to attend the show, 
then back to the Black Ranch for 
overnight lodging. Then on 
Monday the riders would head 
back to Gerber to their own 
homes, thus making the affair a 
three day trip. 
The riders usually came 
through the Gallatin Ranch, now 
the Miller Ranch, via an old 
wagon road by a landmark 
called the Red Door. 


Members making the ride the 
first year were Pearl Black and 
daughter Betty, Dean Lanphear, 
Maydene Dyer, Cora Simpson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Mullins, 
Barbara Mills, Betty Streamer, 
Bob and Don Singleton. 
The husbands of the riders 
were the camp bosses, making 
sure the bedrolls arrived and 
food was available when the 
riders reached their destination. 
On 
the 
first 
trip 
to 
be 
remembered by Frank Mullins, 
he recalled when the group of 
riders had crossed Elder Creek 
and made their way up the trail, 


when Robert Black’s horse “01 
Pat” was bitten by a rat­ 
tlesnake. First aid treatment 
was given immediately, and the 
horse was left there, while the 
other riders rode on to the ranch 
to make camp. 
The next morning “01 Pat” 
came to the ranch with a badly 
swollen leg, but he survived the 
ordeal. Riders usually find a few 
rattlers in this part of the 
country. 
On one ride Jake Rickert filled 
the riders’ beds with sticks and 
rocks. After the wearisome 
chore of cleaning out their beds, 
the riders hit the sack. Next 
morning it was time to get up, 
but Jake couldn’t make it, 
someone made a special point to 
see that Jake’s clothes were 
gone astray. They were found 
clear across camp in the ladies’ 
sleeping area. 
On another 
ride, 
Frank 
Mullins remembered the time 
four young boys, Orin Johnston, 
Charles Russell, 
and Don 
Beatty, (the other boy he wasn’t 
sure of), decided to chase a 
skunk. The skunk used its only 
method of defense, and there 
were four of the smelliest kids in 
the country. One of the kid’s 
horses bolted and headed for a 
reservoir in the same vicinity, 
jumped in rider and all. That 
night the four boys had a camp 
all to themselves. 
Last year’s ride will be well 
remembered by Mae Dyer. 
While riding back to Gerber 
from the Luce Ranch, her horse 
spooked and Mae ended up with 
a broken arm. This happened 
out in the hills close by Rancho 
Tehama.
